We  are  writing  you  this 
upon  request  of  our  European  house,  whose  representative  stressed 
the  point  of  ordering  early.  Therefore  send  your  order  in  before  the 
15th  of  July.  A  copy  will  be  mailed  to  Holland,  arriving  there 
about  August  first;  shortly  after  this  date  the  first  shipments  of  bulbs 
are  leaving  for  America  and  as  always  the  first  shipments  contain  the 
biggest  and  best  bulbs.  Your  order  will  be  packed  in  Holland  by  ex¬ 
perts  and  will  then  be  sent  to  us  with  many  others,  arriving  at  our 
warehouse  usually  early  in  October.  Immediately  upon  arrival  we  open 
the  boxes  and  examine  individual  orders  and  forward  the  bulbs  to  you 
at  once.

Bulbs  for  Rock  Gardens 
and  Naturalizing 

THE  use  of  bulbs  and  the  manner  in  which  bulbs  are  used  has  greatly- 
improved  during  the  past  two  or  three  years.  A  short  time  ago  there 
were  only  very  few  people  who  ever  thought  of  using  bulbs  in  the 
rock  garden,  which  is  such  a  popular  European  custom.  Today,  how¬ 
ever,  hundreds  of  our  customers  who  own  rock  gardens,  or  farms,  or  a 
small  piece  of  woodland,  are  buying  Tulip  species  (Wild  Tulips),  small 
Fritillarias,  Wild  Crocus  species,  both  Autumn  and  Spring-flowering 
sorts;  Erythroniums,  etc.,  for  their  rock  gardens.  On  their  farm  meadows 
they  are  naturalizing  Narcissi,  Blue  Bells,  Grape  Hyacinths  and  Crocuses, 
and  from  photographs  received  we  know  they  are  obtaining  wonderfully 
good  results  and  a  vast  amount  of  pleasure  at  very  small  expense.  May 
we  suggest  that  in  going  through  this  book  you  pay  special  attention  to 
some  of  the  following  bulbs  so  well  suited  for  planting  under  shrubs  or 
in  bad,  shady  places  in  your  garden  if  you  are  not  the  happy  owner  of  a 
farm  or  wood  lot.  Here  they  are:  Brodiaeas,  Chionodoxa,  Camassia,  Col- 
chicum,  Eranthis,  Fritillarias,  Snowdrops,  Muscari,  Mertensia,  Scillas, 
Omithogalum.  All  of  these  are  excellently  suited  for  the  rock  garden  or 
for  naturalizing.  To  be  more  definite  let  us  take  the  Wild  Crocus.  On 
page  8,  for  instance,  you  will  find  two  very  good  collections  of  Wild 
Crocuses;  one  collection  consists  of  varieties  that  bloom  in  the  Fall  dur¬ 
ing  the  months  of  September  and  October,  while  the  other  collection  con¬ 
sists  of  early  Spring-flowering  varieties,  blooming  wherever  possible  in 
February  or  March.  Do  not  confuse  these  Wild  Crocuses  with  the  well 
known  Dutch  varieties.  These  we  do  not  like  to  plant  in  rock  gardens, 
but  suggest  their  use  for  edging  or  planting  in  the  lawn  or  meadow  only. 

Crocus  imperati,  zonatus,  speciosus,  tommasinianus,  etc.,  are  great 
favorites  with  everyone  familiar  with  rock  gardening.  Crocus  speciosus, 
sativus  and  zonatus,  for  instance,  if  planted  between  low-growing  va¬ 
rieties  of  Sedum  or  Thyme,  create  a  striking  effect  in  October  when  flow¬ 
ers  in  rock  gardens  are  scarce. 

Tulip  species,  such  as  Tulipa  persica,  sylvestris,  clusiana,  are  a  delight 
to  watch  when  they  put  in  their  appearance  early  in  April. 

Brodiaeas,  Erythroniums  or  Dog’s-tooth  Violets,  in  variety,  are  natives  of 
this  country,  and  we  have  made  provision  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  take 
care  of  the  growing  demand  for  these  bulbs.  There  are  innumerable  va¬ 
rieties  of  semi-bulbous  plants,  such  as  Trilliums,  Corydalis,  Mertensias, 
etc.,  that  we  do  not  list  in  our  bulb  catalog;  these  can  be  found  in  our 
hardy  plant  catalog  which  we  will  gladly  send  you  upon  request. 

Bulbs  for  the  hardy  border  consist  of  a  great  number  of  varieties.  We 
do  not  believe  the  hardy  plant  border  is  complete  without  a  liberal  plant¬ 
ing  of  Darwin,  Cottage  and  Breeder  Tulips,  Narcissi  and  other  bulbs.  The 
most  practical  way  to  go  about  planting  these  bulbs  in  the  border  is  to 
plant  them  under  dwarf,  shallow-rooting  herbaceous  plants.  For  instance, 
all  varieties  of  Thyme  and  dwarf  Sedums  are  excellent  planted  right  over 
Tulips.  There  are  also  several  varieties  of  Veronicas,  such  as  Veronica 
rupestris,  amethystina,  Royal  Blue,  True  Blue,  and  several  more,  which 
will  live  in  perfect  harmony  with  bulbs.

These  like  a  stiff,  clayey  soil.  Bulbs  should  be  set  with  the  crown,  or  top,  pro¬ 
truding  just  above  the  surface.  When  in  growing  condition,  warm  water  given 
several  times  during  the  week  will  hasten  the  flowering  period  and  increase  the 
number  of  blooms.  Plant  but  one  in  a  pot.  We  call  especial  attention  to  the  Yellow 
Calla,  which  is  one  of  the  grandest  varieties  in  cultivation,  and  most  valuable  for 
house  or  conservatory  decoration.

(MARIPOSA  OR  BUTTERFLY  TULIPS)  (Hardy) 

Until  one  has  seen  a  good  collection  of  these  plants,  he  has  no  idea 
how  much  Nature  can  do  in  the  variation  of  one  flower.  All  Mariposas 
are  forms  of  Calochortus,  yet  there  are  several  strains,  all  with  the 
slender  grace  of  stem  belonging  to  the  species.  Cup-shaped  flowers,  one 
to  many  on  a  stem,  wonderfully  marked  with  eyes  and  dots  and  pencil- 
ings  in  rich  colors,  are  characteristics.  Yet  each  strain  carries  out  the 
plan  on  a  color  scheme  of  its  own,  and  then  can  be  compared  only  with 
the  orchids  in  wonderful  variability  of  beauty.  “Mariposa”  is  simply 
the  Spanish  word  for  butterfly,  and  is  applied  to  these  Tulips  because 
the  eyes  and  markings  of  the  flowers  are  so  much  like  those  on  a 
butterfly’s  wings.  The  bulbs  are  small  and  should  be  planted  about  2  V2

WIXiD  SPECIES  AND  DUTCH  VARIETIES 

Besides  the  Dutch  Crocuses  there  are  certain  species  that  bloom  very  much  earlier 
in  the  year,  often  before  the  snow  has  gone.  The  flowers  of  these  wild  sorts  are 
smaller  than  those  of  the  Dutch  kinds,  but  they  are  as  vigorous  and  free  as  the 
others.  Given  a  sunny  position  in  the  rock  garden,  or  a  sheltered  position  in  grass 
where  the  sun  may  encourage  them  freely,  they  will  surprise  you  by  their  hardy 
appearance  in  the  face  of  cold  and  storms. 

Crocus  Imperati,  pale  lilac  with  a  buff  jacket,  often  flowers  in  late  February,  and 
is  closely  followed  by  Crocus  Sieberi,  a  fuller,  purer  mauve  sort;  it  has  as  a  com¬ 
panion  the  deep  rich  yellow  Crocus  Susianus,  which  is  even  more  attractive  in  the 
bud  stage  with  its  dark,  rich,  brown  flowers  on  the  exterior  of  the  segments.  Once 
planted  they  will  take  care  of  themselves  for  many  years.  Then  comes  Crocus 
Tommasinianus,  an  exquisite  vaselike  form,  in  color  varying  from  a  pale  mauve  to 
quite  a  rich  purple.  This  variation  is  one  of  its  great  attractions.  These  all 
increase  as  freely  as  do  the  Dutch  varieties.

These  astonishing  plants  are  just  beginning  to  find  their  way  into  American 
gardens.  They  come  from  India,  Persia,  and  Central  Africa,  and  are  among  the 
noblest  of  bulbous  plants.  A  well  grown  clump  of  Eremuri  may  justly  be  regarded 
as  an  achievement  to  be  proud  of.

This  may  be  enriched  with  well- 
decayed  stable  or  sheep  manure.  The  best  time  to  plant  is  September  or  early 
October,  if  planted  earlier  they  will  come  up  unevenly  for  the  reason  that  the  bulbs 
will  not  have  had  sufficient  rest.  For  late  flowering,  plant  in  November. 


To  produce  the  largest  and  finest  flowers  they  should  be  grown  cool;  a  day  tem¬ 
perature  of  60  degrees  and  night  temperature  of  45  to  50  degrees  suits  them  best; 
they  like  plenty  of  water  at  all  times  and  especially  so  if  they  are  subjected  to 
high  temperature.

Fritillarias  are  bulbous  plants  of  the  woodlands.  The  stems  are  leafy  and  most 
graceful,  with  many  pendent,  bell-like  flowers.  One  species  found  in  Southern  Cal¬ 
ifornia  is  called  “Mission  Bells,”  while  in  other  places  local  species  are  called 
Brown  or  Chocolate  Lilies. 

In  the  West  there  are  two  types:  The  true  Mission  Bells  do  better  in  a  clay  soil 
in  full  sun.  The  woodland  Fritillarias  like  woodland  soils  and  conditions,  and  in 
cultivation  some  shade  and  a  free  soil.

French  Roman  Hyacinths 

French  Roman  Hyacinths  are  among  the  earliest  bulbs  to  be  had  in  flower.  The 
bulbs  arrive  from  France  late  in  August,  and,  like  all  bulbs  grown  in  the  south  of 
France,  they  may  be  had  in  flower  from  November  all  through  the  Winter  months, 
if  potted  up  in  September  and  at  intervals  of  every  two  weeks.  They  are  much 
prized  for  pots  or  cutting  on  account  of  their  graceful  appearance  and  delicate 
fragrance.

Maeterlinck  refers  to  this  loveliest  of  Lilies  when  he  says:  “The  great  white 
Lily,  the  old  lord  of  the  gardens,  the  only  authentic  prince  among  all  the  commonalty 
issuing  from  the  kitchen-garden,  the  ditches,  the  copses,  the  pools  and  the  moors, 
among  the  strangers  come  from  none  knows  where,  with  his  invariable  six-petaled 
chalice  of  silver,  whose  nobility  dates  back  to  that  of  the  gods  themselves,  the  im¬ 
memorial  Lily  raises  his  ancient  sceptre,  august,  inviolate,  which  creates  around 
it  a  zone  of  chastity,  silence  and  light.” 

Be  very  careful  that  you  plant  the  right  type  of  this  beautiful  Lily  in  your  gar¬ 
den.  There  is  an  early-flowering  variety  which  is  grown  in  the  south  of  France. 
These  should  not  be  used  in  America;  if  planted  in  the  garden,  they  are  prone  to 
disease  and  are  unsatisfactory.  In  Europe  this  type  is  called  L.  candidum  speciosum. 
This  variety  is  only  too  often  sold  because  they  cost  less. 

The  true  type  to  use  for  the  garden  is  the  L.  candidum  from  the  north  of  France; 
is  easily  recognized  by  its  white,  fleshy  scales,  by  those  that  know  both  types. 

Plant  in  loam  or  sandy  soil,  in  an  open,  fully  exposed  place,  surrounding  the  bulb 
with  sharp  sand  and  placing  it  somewhat  on  its  side.  After  it  has  become  fully 
established  leave  it  alone  as  it  much  resents  disturbance  at  the  roots.  If  necessary

A  Few  Words  About  Their  History 

The  Tulips,  originally  from  Persia  and  Asia  Minor,  found  their  way 
to  Constantinople,  where  they  were  first  seen  (in  1554)  by  de  Busbecq, 
ambassador  of  Emperor  Ferdinand  I  at  the  Court  of  the  Sultan,  who 
sent  seeds  or  bulbs  to  Europe.  A  few  years  later  Conrad  Gesner  was 
the  first  who  saw  Tulips  flowering  there,  viz.:  at  Augsburg  (Bavaria). 
The  renowned  botanist  Clusius,  who  met  de  Busbecq  at  Vienna  dis¬ 
tributed  many  bulbs  of  Tulips  to  his  friends  in  the  Netherlands.  So  the 
Tulip  came  to  Holland  where  the  growing  of  this  bulb  should  later  on 
become  such  an  important  part  of  cultivation. 

In  the  first  part  of  the  17th  century  the  cultivation  of  Tulips  devel¬ 
oped  very  quickly  and  far  quicker  than  one  should  have  expected  the 
Tulip  became  popular.  Everybody  who  had  a  fair  sized  garden  wanted 
Tulips.  Remarkable  it  is  that  at  that  time  people  valued  most  the  varie¬ 
gated  Tulips,  that  is: — red,  pink  or  purple  flowers,  white  or  yellow 
striped,  or  marbled.  These  variegated  Tulips  were  obtained  by  propa¬ 
gating  the  sports  of  the  ordinary  kinds,  which  contained — as  a  sport — 
stripes,  etc.  The  more  stripes  the  more  valuable  the  Tulip!  It  was  a 
fine  hobby,  which,  alas,  afterwards  degenerated  into  gambling.  This 
foolish  gambling  in  Tulips  lasted  from  1634-1 637.  All  kinds  of  auctions 
were  organized;  and  the  enormous  amount  of  money  paid  for  Tulips 
made  people  invest  their  savings  in  bulbs.  People  of  all  trades:  weavers, 
tailors,  blacksmiths,  etc.,  started  bulb  growing,  trying  to  make  a  fortune 
quickly. 

Capital  for  carrying  on  the  bulb  trade  was  not  immediately  necessary, 
because  at  the  time  the  Tulips  were  sold,  the  bulbs  were  still  in  the 
ground;  very  often  they  had  not  even  bloomed.  The  sale,  therefore, 
was  merely  an  exchange  of  contracts.  The  same  purchase  changed 
hands  several  times,  even  on  a  single  dayr.  That  is  why  it  was  possible 
for  the  prices  of  the  bulbs  to  soar  as  they  did  and  that  at  the  time  of 
delivery*  a  fabulous  sum  had  to  be  paid.  And  even  that  was  not  enough; 
they  contrived  to  weigh  the  bulbs  on  an  assay  balance,  and  sold  them, 
not  per  piece,  but  per  asen  (28  asen  equals  1  dram;  16  drams  equals 
1  ounce).  A  well  developed  bulb  weighed  1000  asen  or  more.  At  an 
auction  one  bulb  of  the  Tulip,  “Vice  Roi,”  was  sold  for  4200  guilders 
($1680.00),  and  one  Tulip,  “Admiraal  Van  Enckhuysen,”  fetched  5400 
guilders  ($2160.00). 

Such  absurd  trading  led  to  the  most  serious  excesses,  and  fortu¬ 
nately  the  States  of  Holland,  in  1637,  decided  to  stop  this  sort  of 
thing  and  published  their  decision  by  giving  out  a  proclamation.  Hence, 
the  cultivation  of  Tulips  could  be  developed  along  normal  lines,  what 
indeed  happened.  After  many  ups  and  downs,  the  present  high  stand¬ 
ard  was  attained,  and  whosoever  visits  in  Spring  the  Dutch  bulb  nur¬ 
series  must  be  struck  by  the  wealth  in  form  and  color,  as  well  as  by 
the  long  flowering  season. 
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Darwin  Tulips 

The  Darwin  Tulips  were  developed  in  the  north  of  France,  supposedly  from  choice 
varieties  of  Bybloem  Tulips.  Owing  to  the  unusual  clearness  of  the  colors,  to  the 
substance  of  the  petals,  and  to  their  vigorous  growth,  these  seedlings,  when  they 
came  into  the  hands  of  the  prominent  Dutch  firms,  seemed  worthy  of  forming  a  new 
class  of  Tulips.  In  1S89  they  were  named  in  honor  of  Darwin,  and  offered  for  sale. 
They  remained  little  known  for  a  number  of  years  but  with  renewed  interest  in  the 
Tulip,  which  sprang  up  in  England  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  decade,  they  com¬ 
menced  to  receive  attention.  In  America  the  Darwins  are  now  widely  appreciated, 
and  their  popularity  here  promises  to  exceed  the  favor  they  have  enjoyed  so  long 
in  Europe. 

The  colors  include  the  brilliant  scarlets  and  crimsons,  and  the  more  somber  tones 
of  red.  The  shades  of  rose  and  pink,  of  violet,  and  purple  are  unsurpassed  for  their 
delicacy  or  their  richness  of  color.  There  are  slate  blue  and  blue-violets  which 
might  almost  be  called  blue,  while  Dumas’  “Black  Tulip”  is  very  nearly  realized  in 
some  of  the  dark  maroon  varieties.  There  are  no  yellows.  All  the  bronze  and  buff 
tones  are  Breeders;  while  bright  yellow  and  orange-scarlet  must  be  sought  among 
the  Cottage  Tulips.  The  Darwins  may  be  left  undisturbed  for  two  years,  but  it  must 
be  kept  in  mind  that  Tulips  are  not  long-lived  in  our  soil  and  climate,  but  if  taken 
care  of,  we  have  known  them  to  last  ten  years.  The  collection  offered  in  this  catalog 
is  made  up  from  the  best  varieties  offered  for  sale  in  Holland.  All  have  been  tested 
at  Wayside  Gardens  and  we  stand  behind  each  one  of  them.

Ground  Covers  Require  Special  Care  in  Selection 

We  have  often  been  asked  to  suggest  dwarf  plants  for  planting  between  Tulips,  in 
flower  beds.  We  have  noticed  in  several  bulb  catalogs  information  which  is  rather 
misleading  and  impractical  because  of  climatic  conditions.  Planting  ground  covers 
between  Tulips  is  greatly  in  vogue  in  England,  because  it  is  not  necessary  to  cover 
Tulip  beds  in  England  with  any  straw  or  manure  to  protect  them  through  the  Winter. 
There  are,  of  course,  localities  in  the  United  States  where  this  is  not  necessary,  but 
in  any  state  where  the  temperature  drops  to  ten  degrees  above  zero,  it  is  essential 
that  Tulips  he  protected  in  order  to  get  the  best  results.  Therefore,  the  planting  of 
ground  covers  such  as  Arabis  and  Forget-me-nots,  which  are  the  two  most  popular 
plants  used,  is  always  more  or  less  dangerous,  because  neither  of  these  two  plants 
like  a  very  heavy  covering  during  the  Winter. 

Viola  comuta,  especially,  makes  a  very  fine  ground  cover,  but  if  the  Fall  growth 
of  these  plants  is  damaged  by  a  heavy  covering,  you  will  not  get  any  blossoms  at 
the  time  your  Tulips  are  in  bloom,  therefore  entirely  defeating  the  purpose  they 
were  intended  for.  There  are,  of  course,  several  varieties  of  plants  which  ran  be 
used  for  ground  covers  or  which  may  be  planted  in  conjunction  with  bulbs.  Any¬ 
one  interested  in  carrying  out  an  idea  of  this  sort,  we  suggest  they  write  us,  so  that 
we  may  recommend  sui table  material  for  this  purpose  in  their  respective  localities.
